HISTORY  OF  THE  JOTIOR  CLASS

The  year  1946-47  found  us  in  the  tenth  grade  with  Glenna  Fulk  as 
president.  We  felt  very  important,  because  we  could  now  say  we  were 
taking  algebra,  not  just  plain  .^irl^hmetlc . 

At  the  present  we  are  busy  juniors .We  presented  a  well-liked  three 
act, mystery  play, "The  Zombie", in  January.  We  do  not  believe  In  all  work 
and  no  play ; the ref ore, we  have  managed  to  have  a  few  social  gatherings. 
Next  vear  we ‘11  be  Seniors.  What  we  will  be  in  1950  caruiot  say, but 
we  are  sure  that  bur  reflections  of  our  shcool  days  will  be  happy  ones.

We  have  an  enrollment  of  702  pupils  instructed  by  17  teachers. These 
teachers, alert , well-trained  and  ef f icient ,u3e  every  available  means  to 
develop  each  child  to  the  limit  of  his  possibilities.
